The Thorobred cagers, under superb mentorship of Lucias T. Mitchell had a 
successful season of 22 wins and 3 losses. 

Coach Mitchell and his "Magic Thorobreds" participated in the NAIA District 
24 playoffs which was played at Kentucky State College. This was the first post 
season appearance since 1965. 

Travis, "Machine" Grant, a sophomore, is averaging 38 points a game and is 
leading the nation among small colleges in that department. He is also leading the 
nation in the field goal accuracy not only for the year but for all times as he is 
hitting a phenomenal .749 from the field. Travis scored 75 points in one game. 

Elmore "Big E" Smith a 7 footer, is currently leading the nation in rebounding 
with a 25.2 average and averaging 21 points a game. 

Mike Bernard, the only senior on the Thorobred cagers roster, is averaging 
18 points per game. 

One guard position on the "Magic Thorobreds" has been permanently occupied 
by a junior, Jerome Brister who is averaging 14.8 points a game. The other guard 
spot has alternated between freshman Jerry Stafford averaging 8 points per game 
and Harold Gibson, junior, averaging 8.6 points per game. 

William "Bird" Graham has done an excellent job as a substitute center, averag- 
ing 10.2 points a game and getting 9.9 rebounds a game.
